completion, CWTss continue to grow in 
popularity, and Dean NW2K is working 
diligently through the CW Open 2013 logs. 


Tam in Pretoria, South Africa, at this moment 
(9:30 AM on Friday October 25). I was part 
of the C82DX expedition which completed its 
operations on Wednesday morning and drove 
back from Xai Xai, Mozambique to Pretoria 
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on Thursday. Now, we’re just wrapping up final details and making our way to Johannesburg for 
flights to our respective homes. 


The C82DX expedition was my first such experience. I am still processing it. We did 9 nights and 8 
days of operation on 160 through 10 meters. We had a Battle Creek vertical, a Titanex vertical 
located on the beach, two Big IR verticals and a hex beam. In one building a pair of IC-7600s and 
two amps were set up for SSB and RTTY operations; in the other building two IC-7600s and two 
amps were working CW exclusively. I spent virtually all my operating time in that second building, 
using a 7600 and FL-7000 amp while connected to the Battle Creek vertical. 


The Battle Creek had a problem with the 40 meter trap so it was by-passed and the UN-UN was 
removed. Instead, we tuned it for 160 through 10 using an MF] tuner. It worked surprisingly well on 
all bands, too. 


We had anticipated that we would focus on the low bands, but the noise was horrendous. Despite 
many hours plugging away on 160 and 80, our best results were on the higher bands. Surprisingly, 10 
and 12 were incredibly productive, even though our preliminary propagation charts said they would 
be marginal. The 15 and 17 meter bands were expected to be our “money” bands, but though they 
were productive, they were eclipsed by the runs we had on 12 meters. 


The final talley showed we had made: 


e 26,467 total QSOs 

e 16,866 CW QSOs 

e 9,360 SSB QSOs 

e 1,941 RTTY QSOs 

e 11 percent were with Asian operators, 50 percent with hams in Europe, and 33 percent with 
North Ameticans. 


The team was just great. From the time of our arrival until we broke camp, everyone helped to make 
the overall effort as good as it could be. I was impressed by how well the whole thing was planned 
and managed. There were five members of the SECC group, and three from NCCC, but CWops 
had the greatest number — seven — WOOAT, KORB, NF4A, KOTD, JNITHL, WF4W and N1DG. 
No wonder there were nearly double the number of CW QSOs compared with SSB ©. 
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CWops 

While in Xai Xai I had a chance to chat with Ray (N9JA) from ICOM. He is interested in having 
ICOM sponsor some aspect of CW Academy. So, Pll get back with him to discuss it. Tad WF4W, 
expressed interest in becoming a CW Academy advisor. So, Pll take him up on that offer, of course. 
Chris, ZSORI, is interested in becoming a member, and has shown his capability at 25+ wpm in the 
CW operation at C82DX. So, the DXpedition may prove to be productive in some other ways. 


CW Academy 

Nearly all the advisors have completed their programs for the September/October semester. I 
interrupted my CW Academy course at session 10 and will immediately resume to finish sessions 11- 
16. Our next semester is January/February 2014...and we are fully, fully booked.

From the Editor — Still System Integrating 


In the September issue I extolled the virtues of operating a remote station. ’'m 
pleased to report more progress on that front at NOXI. I have now set up 
client/server applications controlling the Alpha 87a and Elecraft KPA500 
amps, the M2 Orion rotator, Writelog and the Elecraft KAT500 automatic 
antenna tuner. The rotor integration blew my mind — I type a call into the 
Entry field of Writelog running in Saratoga and tap F12, which I’ve 
programmed to mean “Turn the antenna to the location of the call,” and the 
rotor in Truckee does just that. It has been my preferred means of rotor pointing when operating 
locally in Truckee for years. Getting it to work across the Internet — with only a few minutes of 
RTFM, no pain or strain — was truly inspiring. Alas, a few days later it stopped working and I 
muttered The Programmer’s Lament, “But I didn’t change anything!’ Oh, well, more to do on that 
front. 


I have remote access to most of my antennas now but still have some switching to build. I know 
what I want and have most of the parts. Internet access is poor at my location. Fortunately, the 
remote power switch now pings a high availability outside server at Google, automatically rebooting 
the DSL modem/router when it realizes that Internet connectivity has gone away. Alas, this happens 
a lot, probably some side effect of mixing RF fields with high communications loads on an end-of- 
line DSL connection. So my project continues but it’s definitely progressing. 


Remote ham radio today is where serial communications was in the 1990s — very capable but you 
have to know the territory or learn it in order to succeed. I look forward to the day, not too far off, 
when software will figure out what you have and adapt without a lot of explicit configuration magic. 
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If you haven’t yet tried remote ham radio, consider it. Remote your own station, access a better one 
maintained by a friend or try an expensive, commercial one offered by Remote Ham Radio (.com). 
And check out the article by WOYR in the latest issue of NCJ on the low cost setup for remote 
control of multi-multi contest station K4VV. It’s a whole new world! 


WRTC Donation and Dedication 


Now, when you’re not operating CW remotely, perhaps you can go to a remote location to operate 
CW? In July, 100+ contesters will have that opportunity in New England at the 2014 World 
Radiosport Team Championship. CWops will be well represented and CW will be arguably the more 
important mode. As reported earlier, we decided to make a donation to this very expensive cause by 
sponsoring a’Team Village tent and we recently received acknowledgement from WRTC 2014 
President Doug Grant K1DG who is also a CWops Life Member. CWops is “putting its money 
where its mouth is,” or perhaps the English metaphor would be more accurately rendered on our 
behalf as “putting its finances where its fingers are?” 


Although the privilege of representing one’s country in the WRTC seems to be routine for a few 
contesting superstars, for the rest of contesting’s wannabe’s it is a once in a lifetime thrill. I had that 
chance in 2010 and it was the highlight of my ham radio career. I have made several donations to 
2014 and I urge all of you to do so as well.

I considered heading to New England as a spectator next July but now I am thinking it will honor 
the competitors more appropriately if I just get on the air during the LARU Radiosport “containing 
contest” and work as many of the WRTC teams as I can.

Kenwood TS-590S — A very capable and affordable CW Radio

I operate CW only and my main station (Elecraft K3, KPA500 Amp, and KAT500 Automatic 
Tuner) provides me with a very nice, feature-rich, CW operating station. In addition, the Elecraft 
support/Help is second to none and should be the standard for all tech companies. The overall 
customer setvice experience is at a very high level. My Elecraft setup allows me to work most 
stations that I can hear and has many noise reduction and filtering features to deal with most 
situations on the bands. Of course this comes at a very high price as this equipment is not cheap 
when factoring in all the K3 add-ons (roofing filters, second receive radio) and other components 
(amp, tuner, panadapter) that make up the “Elecraft K-Line”. 


I needed to assemble a second station and was looking for a more cost effective solution than a 
second K3. After much research, I settled on the Kenwood TS-590S. The proverbial expression 
“Imitation is the sincerest form of flattery” comes to mind when first turning on the TS-590 and 
compating it to the K3. Obviously, Kenwood engineers were really impressed by the audio receive 
capabilities of the K3 and strove to create a similar experience in the TS-590. It is hard to detect any 
differences in the receive audio between the two radios. Faint signals that I can hear on the K3 are 
also audible on the TS-590. 


I can see two different approaches to designing these radios. There is a large learning curve 
navigating, setting up and implementing the many K3 features and settings. The K3 has a full set of 
filtering features allowing very fine tuning adjustments using the multi-function keys and menu 
controls. Macros can also be written and executed to automate many of the available features like 
placing the radio in Split mode with spacing customization between the two VFO’s. 


The Kenwood TS-590 has a more user-friendly design. I was able to figure out most of the radio’s 
functionality in a few minutes without having to open the manual. The TS-590 has a nice balance 
between simplicity and complexity. The Power, Mic Gain, and VOX settings are easily accessed with 
single keystrokes without requiring the use of the menu system. I have noticed that the CW Full 
QSK implementation is slightly better on the K3 but not enough to make a big difference in overall 
performance. However, Iam more comfortable on the K3 working Split, sending my call repeatedly 
and not worrying about missing anything when the DX station comes back. The Full QSK seems to 
be better (faster) implemented on the K3. 


My main interest is chasing DX and in my experience you don’t want to take a lot of time in 
adjusting the settings to make the signal stronger/cleaner. You ate better served by pouncing on the 
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DX station at the first opportunity. With that regard, I usually set the K3 and rarely make any fine 
tune/filtering adjustments. With the TS-590, the Filter control is more easily accessible, being on 
one knob, allowing you to adjust the Shift and Width of the signal. Working split is more intuitive to 
me on the TS-590 and the TS-590’s CW Tone button, allowing you to tune to the strongest CW 
signal in the passband, is better implemented than the comparable ‘Spot’ feature on the K3. (I don’t 
have to make as many fine adjustments.) 


I have the Kenwood TS-590 connected to the KPA500 Amp using a simple interface. About 25 
watts input gives me 400 — 500 Watts out. The built in automatic tuner on the TS-590 works very 
well but when I have the Amp connected I use a 2K Palstar outboard tuner since the built in tuner is 
only rated for 100 watts. USB and PC interfaces on the TS-590 are built in and all you need is a USB 
cable connected to your computer to run any of the logging programs and/or to run digital modes 
like PSK31. 


Overall, I really like operating the TS-590. I use it about 50% of the time. While it may not have all 
the capabilities of the K3, the price/performance ratio is probably one of the best. It interfaces well 
with my computer and software (I have tried both Mac and PC.) as well as with the Elecraft 
KPA500 amp. 


If you are in the market for a new radio, either as your main radio or, as in my case, for use as a 
second station, I recommend that you check out the TS-590. It comes fully feature loaded as 
standard. There is no need to add any extra roofing filters. It’s a very capable CW rig at a very 
attractive price.

I did 
learn through receiving that a “C” was not sent as NN. I upgraded to an E.F. Johnson “bug” when 
licensed on the Novice bands. 1959 brought a beautiful chrome Vibroplex Deluxe Original, which 
will be placed in my casket one day. Well on through Extra Class and now I was introduced to 
Iambic Mode B. I thought I would never catch on to full iambic. But eventually it clicked and I 
have never looked back. Nowadays, as I greet 70 years of age, I am embarrassed that I can no 
longer send at my maximum receiving speed. However, it keeps the “old man” honest. Today for 
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me, CW is an art form that I treasure and it’s just pure plain fun. I do miss my 866’s and P-P TZ- 
40’s though....
